Dalmatia and the Christian populations of Tur-
key. “The eritical moment,’ says Voukalo-
vitch, “has arrived. * ¥ Letus be vigilant
nnd keep oureyes open. * * ¥ On all sides
weses nations agliating for the attalnment of
the objects of their poliey, Let us, too, who
groan under the yoke of Turkish despotism,
enter upon & struggle for independence. Lot us
show in this struggle that we are unanimous,
strong, cautious, and not afrald ef gnr encmies;
